The cooperative observer pro­ 
gram has been in existence longer 
than the Weather Bu reau itself, 
and man.v families of observers 
have been collecting weather data 
for generations. Tliey serve with­ 
ou t pay except for special assign­ 
ments. 


REIER was recommended to 
the bu reau , which is a part of 
the U. S. Department of Com­ 
merce in Washington, D. C., by 
the Pittsbu rgh bu reau office. 
“Mr. Reier has been ou r ob- 
lerv er for over 11 years, Janu ary 
17, 19 51 to date,” the recommen­ 
dation stated, “sen-ing in a key 
spot in ou r river district where 
his consistent accu racy, prompt­ 
ness arid eagerness to help have 
made an important contribu tion 
to the Weather Bu reau and to 
tiie commu nity served.

I Senate Resumes Vote 
On Satellite Changes

WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Sen­ 
ate resu mes voting today on a 
thick stack of amendments pro­ 
posed by opponents of the admin­ 
istration’s 
satellite 
commu nica­ 
tions bill. 
The ou tnu mbered foes of the 
bill su ffered one defeat after an­ 
other Tu esday starting with a 63- 
27 vote that broke the back of 
their filibu ster by pu tting the Sen­ 
ate’s debate-limitation ru le into 
effect for the first time in 35 
years. 
Under this ru le each senator is 
restricted to one hou r’s speaking 
time on the bill and all amend­ 
ments. 
Civil rights advocates in the op­ 
position camp served notice that 
they will call u p an anti-job dis­ 
crimination amendment. Sen. Pau l 
H. Dou glas, D-Ill., said it will give 
the Senate a chance to act on a 
proposal with civil rights over­ 
tones u nder the limitations of 
clotu re. 
WTiile this cou ld stir u p a hor­ 
net’s nest of trou ble. Sen. John 
O. Pastore, D-R.L, floor manager 
of the bill, said he wou ld have 
“ no qu alms of conscience” abou t 
tabling it and thu s killing it. 
Seven amendments to the bUl, 
providing for a private, govern­ 
ment-regu lated corporation to own 
and operate the U.S. portion of a 
space 
commu nications 
system, 
were tabled Tu esday by votes 
ranging from 74-15 to 63-27. 
The bill’s opponents contend the 
bill wou ld create a private monop- 


oly dominated by tlie American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. and 
wou ld be a gigantic giveaway oi 
the taxpayers’ investment in th« 
government space program. MosI 
of them favor government owner­ 
ship. 
After the debate-limitation ru li 
was pu t into effect, tempers ob­ 
viou sly were on edge as the Sen­ 
ate began operating u nder condi­ 
tions most of the members had 
never before ex^perieaced. 
“l^Tiat we’ve witnessed is tha 
gu illotine,” said Dou glas, w'ho pro­ 
tested that tabling motions were 
being offered as fast as amend­ 
ments were proposed. 
Late in the day Dou glas said 
an amendment will be called u p 
to prohibit the proposed corpora­ 
tion and any of its contractors 
from discriminating against any 
employe or job applicant on ac­ 
cou nt of race, creed or color. 
He referred to the proposal as 
“an FEPC for the satellite sj-s- 
tem .” 
Pastore said he wou ld not hesi­ 
tate to table it “ becau se I know 
the pu rpose and the motive behind 
the amendment.” Dou glas con­ 
tended the amendment was per­ 
fectly germane to the bill. 
Dou glas said it may have been 
overlooked by Sou thern foes of 
civil rights legislation. He said 
five Sou thern Democrats had, in 
effect, voted for debate-limitation 
by being absent when the roll was 
called. A two-thirds majority 
o i 
senators voting w’as necessary to 
pu t the ru le into effect.

Border 
guards ex changing salvos of tear gas bombs is 
not our idea of p eaceful coex istence, nor do we 
p receiv'e lessening of tension in the world. 


Much as Gen. Eisenhower said, during his first 
camp aign. “I shall go to Korea” — although he 
never said what he would do there — Mr. Ken­ 
nedy said during his camp aign, ‘T shall meet with 
Khrushchev” — again avoiding any definite p re­ 
diction of the outcome. 


The outcome, of course, was the now'-famous 
— or infamous — w'all. 
< 


It is a svmibol of our age. It is tlie p hy sical 1 
reality that did not actually ex ist when Sir Win­ 
ston Churchill first sp oke of “the Iron 
Curtain” , 
over a decade ago.

More surely than any thing they could have 
done, the Russians have cut off the humanity of 
Eastern Berlin from contact with the West; p ro­ 
tecting them from “contamination” with Western 
ideals; shielding their ey es from the glitter of 
Western advancement. 
It is the international sp ite fence which divides 
us, as we are divided p olitically . 
The wmrld seems to have come full circle. We 
fought once, long ago over walls. And now— ? 


Oil th e Oth er Ha n d . . . 


The wall of Berlin divides us, but Telstar may 
be man’s salvation. 
That’s not our idea. It belongs to Arnold Toy n­ 
bee, that archp essimist among historians. 
Toy nbee, who has been p redicting the fall of 
modern civilization—and has found more than a 
fittle historical evidence to back him up — now 
concedes that Telstar may be the means of unit­ 
ing all tlie p eop les of the wmrld. 
If this is the case, then technology , which has 
been man’s best friend and worst enemy , may 
have created its own form of salvation. 
However, the p icture of Arnold Tovmbee being 
op timistic about any thing is almost too much. If, 
a week from now% Joe Alsop should have an at­ 
tack of hilarity , then we know the end is at hand. 
The world can stand only so much hap p iness. 


Mere Leisu re^ a n d — 


The work week is declining steadily . Predic­ 
tions are that by the *end of the nex t decade, a 
30-hour work week will not be uncommon. That 
leaves 138 hours unaccounted for—ex cep t those 
sev’en times eight hours which should be sp ent in 
sleep . 
More lesiure time is a p roblem. Why ? Because 
most p eop le today are not trained for it. They 
sp end their idleness in idleness—p ushing the clock 
along to now^here. 
We do not hold with those who see a revival 
of culture in this country as the amount of leisure 
time grows. What will hap p en is that more and 
more of that ex tra time will be filled with beer 
and ball games, with aimlessness and futility . Of 
course, the nex t generation, if p rop erly trained, 
could make good use of this time. We might have 
better educated p eop le, we might see a revival 
of scholarship , of lefters, of music. We might— 
that is. 
However, in such a situation, we w’ould p refer 
to be shown. 
We hop e for the best. Meanw'hile— ?

Mo re Ab o u t Tito's Island 


(ERITOR’S NOTE: 
Fo llo wing is an- 
o ther article based o n Drew Pearso n’s e.\- 
elusiv e interv iew with President Tito o f 
Yugo slav ia.) 


BRIONI, Yugoslavia — When I arrived at 
this rea*eational island reti'eat for the elite 
aristocracy of Yugoslav communism, 
the 
cliief subject of discussion was the suicide 
of MariljTi Monroe. The men around Tito 
seemed not nearly as much interested in 
the military government of Peru or 
the 
Geneva discussions on nuclear tests as in the 
death of Holly wood’s number one glamor 
girl. 
They were o f co urse o n v aeatio n. In fact 
We fo und Fo reign Minister Ko ea Po po v ie o n 
the bathing beach, the o nly fo reign minister 
in the wo rld, perhaps, who can with jM>ise 
wear a bikini, .^fter he entertained at lunch 
an ho no r o f o ur party , which included Chief 
Justice and Mrs. Earl Warren, .Mrs. Eugene 
Mey er. Clay io n Fritehey , assistant to .^dlai 
Stev enso n, I no ticed an aide immediately 
hand him an undenv ater fishing gun. Later 
when I saw him in President Tito ’s bungalo w 
he had already speared a fish and deliv ered 
it to Tito . 


“That’s the way y ou sup p ort the p resi­ 
dent,” I kidded the foreign minister. “TTiat, 
among other w'ay s.” he shot back. 
Brioni is a beautiful, secluded island which 
the entire Austro-Hungarian fleet was able 
to hide in World War I. In the little museum

which Tito has established hei'e can be seen 
fosselized footp rints and vertebrae of the gian 
dinasaur which roamed the island one million 
y ears ago. and also a rep lica of the first 
Communist settlement 1,000 y ears before 
Christ. 


The Illy rians who built that walled settle­ 
ment o r the Ro man Empo ro rs who later 
used Brio ni as a v acatio n reso rt nev er dream­ 
ed their island later wo uld be used as a 
summer meeea fo r the to p brass o f the chief 
Co mmunist co untry to bo lt the So v iet blo c. 


We rode over the island behind a team 
of high-step p ing white stallions, over narrow 
Macadam trails which cut through Adriatic 
oak p alms and beautiful Cy p rus trees, and 
p assed occasional op en vistas stretching down 
to the sea. Hundreds of p heasants were in 
the fields and about 1,000 deer in the forests 
— so many that iron fences were erected 
around newly p lanted shrubbery . 
“ We nev er sho o t deer,” Tito later to ld 
me. “ When they beco me to o numero us we 
transfer them to the mainland.” 
On one end of the island is Tito’s formal 
residence. Near it is a building for enter­ 
taining heads of state, among them Presi­ 
dent Nasser of Egy p t who arrives nex t week. 
But on a small jungle-covered island nearby 
called Vanga is Tito’s p rivate retreat. Here 
he has dissected the jungle w'ith narrow' 
macadam p aths over w'hich he travels at 
gi’eat sp eed in small Flat scooters. 


Here he entertained us at an Info rmal 
tea. Clilef Justice Warren called to pay his 
res|>eets o n Tito as he has o n o ther heads 
o f state while trav eling in Israel and Greece, 
but did no t dismiss po lities no r partici|>ate 
in my ex clusiv e interv iew which'fo llo wed. 
Tito loaded the Chief Justice, Mrs. War­ 
ren and Mrs. Mey er into a scooter and, 
acting as his owm chauffeur, was off at 
breakneck sp eed through the jungle to his 
wine cellar. I followed with Mrs. Tito in the 
second scooter. She is a handsome, statuesque 
former actress with raven black hair and 
dark 
comp lex ion 
who, 
like her 
husbnd, 
sp eaks considerable English. 


Tart o f Tito ’s priv ate island is cultiv ated 
with figs which are bearing a seco nd cro p. 
A v iney ard is burgeo ning with grapes. “ I 
hav e a l>o o k o n making wine and am study ­ 
ing the best metho ds,” Tito co nfided. “ .\nd 
he is spending mo st o f his time reading that 
bo o k.” Mrs. Tito jo ked. 
Tito’s wine cellar consists of two rocMiis, 
one a subterranean dining room, its w'alls 
of carefully masoned limestone. The otlier 
is the actual wine cellar, w'hose walls are 
line with terra cotta tile which serv'ed as 
recep ticales for individual wine bottles. The 
cellar also contained two huge w'oodeh bar­ 
rels where Tito aged his wine before bottling 
it. 
“ Fm going to have to get another thous­ 
and-liter barrel,” Tito ex p lained, “the wine 
crop is getting ahead of me.”

Tlie Soblen case becomes increasingly 
comp lex as more countries with their vary ­ 
ing laws become involved in it. Even should 
Soblen be returned to the United States be­ 
fore tills article ap p ears in ty p e, the sub­ 
ject is still intriguing from a moral arrti 
legal standp oint. 


So blen is a co nv icted spy . He jumjied bail 
o f SlOO.tKHI which tho se who went bail fo r 
him slirugged o ff apparently witho ut much 
co ncern. E\en rich peo ple do no t wish to 
lo se SI 00.000. 


Soblen, when he jump ed bail, chose to 
take a p lane to Israel. He chose Israel with­ 
out the consent of that nation. He travelled 
on the p assp ort of his dead borther who 
used another name. Although Soblen was a 
convicted sp y he was not under surv'eillance 
either by the U. S. Attorney ’s office, the 
FBI. or the New York p olice. There were 
no control officers at the airp orts to p revent 
a convicted criminal from leaving the coun­ 
try . 
Soblen anived in Israel and registered in 
a hotel. The Israeli government was em­ 
barrassed because to bring immigrants to 
the country and to justify its ex istence as 
a state, Israel has a “Law of Return” which 
p ermits every Jew, ex cep t a convicted crim­ 
inal, to return to the Jewish homeland from 
wherever he may be and to become a citizen 
of Israel Immediately . 
As regards So blen, the questio n aro se as 


to whether he is a criminal o r a po litical 
o ffender. While this questio n was being ar- 
gued, the Israeli go v ernment put him o n an 
El A1 plane where he staged his suicide 
which he himself declared was pho ney . He 
landed in Lo ndo n and was sent to a priso n 
ho spital. 


In England, his case went through the 
p rocesses of law and he lost. In Israel, it 
is a moot question whether his case went 
thi'ough due p rocess of law. Meanwhile, 
Czechoslovakia, a Communist country , inter­ 
vened to offer him refuge. 


The British w'ashed their hands of Soblen 
in accordance with their law and judicial 
p rocedure. It is not p ossible to comp lain of 
their conduct. Israel found itself in a p olitical 
turmoil. The left w'ing p arties in that coun­ 
try , alw'ay s a nuisance, demanded that if an 
El A1 p lane were used to effect his return, 
he be sent to Israel and not to the United 
States. 


This v io lates all internatio nal traditio ns, 
custo ms, and agreements o n returned pas­ 
sengers, including sto waway s. If the El AI 
airplane do es no t return So blen to the United 
States» this co untry and Great Britain wo uld 
bo th be justified in refusing this line landing 
pri\ileges. Certainly the United States wo uld 
be warranted in taking that po sitio n. If Israel 
retaliated by fo rbidding American aircraft 
to land in Israel, that wo uld be a mino r

matter bo th po litically and eco no mically . The 
principal tissue in this case is the freedo m 
o f escape. This is no t a right o r a priv ilege 
and the airline beco mes a co nfederate <rf 
the criminal — perhaps unwillingly . 


The United States has no ex tradition treaty 
with Brazil and if Brazil enjoy s having Amer­ 
ican criminals and swindlers, we can do 
nothing about it, ex cep t to retaliate by not 
p ermitting Brazilian coffee to enter this c(wn- 
try . 


'That seems drastic ex cept that o ne be­ 
gins to wo nder whether we are a natio n o f 
men o r mice. Our tax do dgers put their 
mo ney in half a do zen hav ens, the leading 
co untry that engages in this being Switzer­ 
land. No agency o f o iir go v ernment Is do ing 
any thing abo ut It. President Kennedy ’s pro ­ 
po sal to withho ld div idends might hav e been 
a step to ward plugging up the lines to the 
tax hav ens, but who ev er wro te that bill go t 
It twisted. 


We have all kinds of airlines and p rivate 
p lanes moving about but we set up no strong 
measures to guard against contraband. We 
p ermit criminals to escap e by aircraft and 
do nothing to check their p assp orts or wheth­ 
er they have a receip t for having p aid their 
tax es. 
The Soblen case op ens up all these ques­ 
tions W’hich are more imp ortant than the

Scorp ion bites are not unusual in southw estern United States 
Mex ico but are news when they occur in Canada. Furthermore, they 
are likely to stir up considerable medical consternation. 


Tliis is ex actly what hap p ened when a Toronto food insp ector 
op ened up a crate of tomatoes and was bitten on the thumb by a 
^ scorp ion. The victim was rushed to tlie hosp ital, where an attemp t 
* was made to p revent the venom from getting into the general circu­ 
lation and p araly zing the nerv'ous sy stem, A tourniquet was ap p lied 
above the elbow, the hand was immersed in cracked ice, and a local 
anesthetic and an antihistamine w’ere injected just above the site 
of the bite. 


Tlie p oison control center in Toronto was called for advice and 
to find out whether scoi-p ion antisenim could be obtained. It rep orted 
none available in all of Canada and suggested snake antivenin as « 
temp orary measure. After this was given, the hosp ital authorities 
began their search for scorp ion antivenin, first contacting the New 
York City dep artment of health and p oison control center. Tliey had 
none in stock. 
Later, this p oison control center rep orted in the New Yo rk 
State Journal of Medicine how they called zoos, museums, p harma­ 
ceutical comp anies, armed sendee installations, p ublic health and 
medical laboratories, the national clearing house for p oison control 
centers, and the director of p oisonous animals laboratory at the 
Arizona state university . No luck. The only source of sup p ly was a 
laboratoi-y in Mex ico City . 
o —— 
Meanw'hile, the p atient was doing well and comp lained only of 
itching and numbness of the end of the affected finger. He was dis­ 
charged after 48 hours. 
A scorp ion bite can be serious and the sp ecific antivenin is the 
most effective mode of treatment. The lack of this p roduct in the 
United States and Canada demonstrates the dearth of serious reac­ 
tions to these bites. It also shows the need for less hy steria and a 
calmer ap p roach on the p art of p hy sician 
and p atient w'hen a 
scorp ion bites. 


C. B. writes: If a p erson has a cataract in one ey e, does the 
other ey e become sy mp athetic to it? 
REPLY—No , but there is no reaso n why a cataract canno t de­ 
v elo p in the o ther ey e. Many peo ple hav e cataracts in bo th ey es and 
surgery is suggested when practical v isio n is lo st. Sy mpathetic 
o phthalmia refers to the spread o f infectio n fo llo wing injury fro m 
o ne ey e to the o ther.

press for a convention to write a 
new basic law for th e Common­ 
wealth .

izational meeting in Harrisburg. 
Th e decision resolved a long-ling­ 
ering debate among some propo­ 
nents of Constitutional revision 
wh eth er to seek a new basic law 
or drastically amend th e present 
8 8 -y ear-old (Constitution. 
(^airm an Milton J. Sh app, re­ 
tired 
Htiladelph ia 
industrialist 
wh o is spearh eading th e move­ 
ment, said th e committee would 
seek an act in th e 1963 legislature 
auth orizing a statewide constitu­ 
tional convention. 
Such a proposal died in a Sen­ 
ate committee in 1961. 
Vice (Ch airman David 0. Max ­ 
well, also of Ph iladelph ia, esti­ 
mated it would take th ree to six 
month s for a convention to com­ 
plete its work. 
On five previous occasions, th e 
voters of Pennsy lvania h ave been 
asked to approve a constitutional 
convention and each time h ave 
rejected th e idea. 
'Th e new committee indicated it 
would w'ant th e legislature to call 
th e convention in its own righ t 
with out passing th e q uestion on 
to th e voters. 
Th e voters ultimately w’ould 
h ave to approve any constitution 
draw'n up by a convention, h ow­ 
ever, under th ^term s of th e pres­ 
ent Constitution! 
Th ere h as been general agree­ 
ment by all interested parties th at 
th e (Constitution of 18 74 is out­ 
moded in many way s. 
But th ere is considerable dis­ 
agreement among th e interested 
parties wh eth er th e Constitution 
sh ould be rewritten in its entirety 
and wh ich sections of th e present 
basic law sh ould be retained, 
w+iich dropped and wh ich merely 
revised. 
Sh app said th e committee would 
concentrate 
on 
an educational 
campaign. How th e constitution 
sh ould be rewritten, h e added, 
would be left to th e convention it­ 
self. 
Tlie committee tentatively set a 
$35,(XX) annual budget, w'h ich it 
ex pects to finance th rough mem­ 
bersh ip dues.

In its weekly crop and weath er 
summary 
issued 
Tuesday ,

service said: 
“Early corn on low ground 
sh owed signs of recovery from 
welcome rain. W’h ere com was al­ 
ready stunted from th e severely 
dry weath er stalks were sh ort, 
ears were not filling out and 
stands were spotty . 
"Tlie rains were reported very 
beneficial to th e growth and siz­ 
ing of th e late fruit crop, particu­ 
larly apples. Elarly peach es and 
apples, many small as a result 
of th e dry weath er, were being 
picked in all major producing 
areas. Peach es going on market 
included red h aven, h ale-h aven, 
golden jubilee, and sunh igh . 
"Pastures were turning green 
again in areas th at got good rain­ 
fall, and in some south eastern 
counties farmers were preparing 
to make a th ird cutting of alfalfa. 
For th e first time th is season, 
farmers lost some h ay from rain 
after it was cut. In most of th e 
western two-th irds of th e state 
fields were still parch ed and h ay 
growth was at a standstill, 
"Th e early h arvest of snap 
beans was completed, with q ual- 


ity g(X)d, and later plantings were 
i-oported coming along well de­ 
spite th e drough t. Sweet corn 
y ields were fair and q uality good. 
Tomato h arvesting was set to 
start th is week. Green wraps 
were still being picked in th e Co­ 
lumbia-Luzerne and south eastern 
areas. 


"Dry weath er h ad its effect in 
low y ields of potatoes, alth ough 
prospects appeared to be better 
for th e fall crop in th e north ern 
counties, provided th ey continue 
to get rain. Th e oats h arvest was 
nearing completion, and fall plow­ 
ing was in progress in most areas. 
Little barley or wh eat h ad been 
seeded to date.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — There’s 
some benefit from running second 
if you run long enough. You get 
used to being disappointed. Amer­ 
icans are getting used to being 
beaten by the Russians in space. 


This explains why the American 
reaction 
to 
the 
latest 
S ^e t 
achiev’^ement—hvo men in orbit at 
once—is far more restrained than 
it was, say, in 1^7 when the Rus­ 
sians first mov’ed out in front. 
That je a r 
tiiey 
startled 
the 
world by putting the first satellite, 
their Sputnik, in orbit. Several 
senators demanded an investiga­ 
tion at once. One called it a dev­ 
astating blow to American pres­ 
tige. 
But a Wisconsin Republican, 
Sen. Ale.xander Wiley, seemed to 
.sum up the national feeling best. 
He said: "Facts are facts. Some­ 
one has goofed." 
A second shock came a month 
later when the Russians put a dog 
in orbit. Animal lovers protested. 
Future historians, though, may be 
puzzled why no one protested 
later when men were put in orbit. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles acknowledged the Russians 
were ahead. President Eisenhow­ 
er sought to soothe the unhappy 
national mood. While acknowledg­ 
ing the Soviet achievement, he 
said: "Earth satellites, in them­ 
selves, have no direct present ef­ 
fect upon the nation’s security.” 
This was cold comfort for a na­ 
tion which liked to ttiink it led 
the world in scientific acoom- 
pli^iments. After all, it w’as the 
United States which had invented 
the atomic bomb. 
A Senate investigation was held. 
Several steps w-ere taken to 
•peed up space development. To 
some optimists it might have 
•eemed only a matter of a short 
time before this country would 
sail out in front. 
It didn’t work out that way. The 
Russians still figured to be out in 
front for a long time for this rea­ 
son: 'They had developed larger 
and more pow-erful rockets, able 
to carry bigger loads, than the 
United States. 
American spirits got a big lift 
when on Jan. 31, 19 58, this coun­ 
try put its first satellite. Explorer, 
aloft. But a Washington Demo­ 
crat Sen. Henry Jackson, warned 
it w'as no time to be smug or com­ 
placent. 
It was a wise thought. A year 
later, Jan. 2, 19 59 , the Russians 
sent another satellite. Lunik I, 


past the moon and into orbit 
around the sun. Three months 
later the American ego was re­ 
stored a bit when the United 
States put a satellite. Pioneer IV, 
into solar orbit. 
It was short-lived satisfaction. 
On Sept. 14, 19 59 , the Russians 
hit the moon just as Premier 
Khrushchev arrived in this coun­ 
try to crow about it. And on 
April 12, 19 6 1, they hit the jack­ 
pot. 
They sent Maj. Yuri Gagarin— 
the first man in space—into one 
orbit around the earth. President 
Kennedy conceded at a news con­ 
ference it would take this country 
some time to put heavy payloads 
into space. 
Americans said things like "fan­ 
tastic" and "amazing,” there was 
a kind of general debate on how 
to improve the situation, and a 
Pennsylvania 
Republican. 
Rep. 
Jam es G. Fulton, expressed the 
national mood best: 
" I ’m dam 
w'ell tired of coming in second.” 
Within the next tiiree months 
this country put tw’o men into a 
suborbital flight—Cmdr. Alan B. 
Shepard Jr. and Capt. Virgil I. 
Grissom—but their brief flights, 
although 
heartening, 
were 
no 
match for Gagarin’s. 
And, as if to prove it, on Aug. 
6 , 19 6 1, tile Russians showed their 
superiority in space by launching 
Maj. Gherman S. Titov on 17 
trips around the earth. 
This makes it easy to under­ 
stand why Lt. Col. J(^n H. Glenn 
Jr., on Feb. 20, 19 6 2, became a 
national 
hero 
when 
he 
went 
around the earth three times. He 
had restored the national ego. 
Since Lt. Cmdr. Malcolm Scott 
Carpenter last May 24 merely 
duplicated Glenn’s three orbits, it 
is easy to understand why he did 
not get quite the same reaction 
as Glenn. By then America was 
expecting bigger things. 
It got bigger things, but they 
w'eren’t American. 'The Russians 
uncorked their greatest shocker 
over the w^eekend by sending into 
space in separate capsules two 
men who just kept on going 
around the earth so many times 
they could have reached the moon 
and beyond. 
It was almost as if the Russians 
were singing a song: "Anything 
You Can Do, We Can Do Better.” 
And Americans, no longer an­ 
grily frustrated, had to get used 
to the song for Kennedy said: 
"We are bdiind and will be for 
a period in the future.”

Observer Gets 
U. S. Honor

“Mr. Reier’s contribution to the 
Weather Bureau is not possible 
without some expenditure of time 
and effort on his part. His re­ 
ports and records are alway s 
complete, accurate and neat. He 
has taken the initiative in pro­ 
viding a substitute observer dur­ 
ing any absence so that no break 
in the records will occur. Instru­ 
mental equipment entrusted 
to 
him has been exceptionally well 
cared for. Painting of the ther­ 
mometer shelter and rain gage 
support and minor adjustment or 
repair of the wire-weight river 
gage has been accomplished by 
him at times, eliminating the need 
for a trip to the station by our 
field inspector. 


“ MR. Reler travels a distance 
of two miles to read the river 
gage daily and telephones his re­ 
port to the River Forecasting Unit 
in Pittsburgh. When an emergency 
occurs 
he 
takes 
river 
stage 
readings every two or three houi’s 
and keeps the Pittsburgh office 
completely informed on conditions. 
The numerous extra reports fur­ 
nished during floods have been 
responsible to a large degree for 
our timely and accurate crest 
forecasts for downstream 
com­ 
munities such as Tionesta, Oil 
Gty , Franklin and Parker. 
“The local radio station and 
newspapers regularly call upon 
Mr. Reier for information and 
receive full cooperation. During 
flood periods he serv’es on the 
local disaster committee assuring 
distribution of forecasts and other 
information to local interests.
